was higher than in

month; 
though there were 
rather

storms toward its close. 
The mois 
hire for the month was normal or 
below, except in 
portions 
of

north central 
States, 
pirtieularlv 
the northern 
tier. 
The 
droughty 
conditions in some Gulf and Western 
States were relieved by late rains in 
most States affected. 
Erost did lit 
tie damage, except in portions of the 
extreme northern states. 


Special Crops. 


Corn gained materially during the 
month, increasing the estimates o! 
production 41,000,000 bushels, to a 
total of .4,020,150,000 bushels, with 
in a few per cent of the record crop

Last year’s crop and the 
average for the previous five years 
have been about 2,700.000,000. Corn

frosts in the sections in question is 
usually by October 1. 
At that date 
comparatively little 
frost 
damage 
was reported except in 
Minnesota 
and the Dakotas and in tin* northern 
portions of Michigan, Wisconsin and 
Iowa. 
In tin* main corn belt the up­ 
land corn generally shows excep­ 
tionally heavy growth and yield, hut 
much damage and lo«s to corn in the 
lowland.«- are reported. 
Much corn 
was thrown down in the fields by the- 
severe Morms of August and Sep­ 
tember. 
The crop in ther Atlantic 
('oast States gained during Septem­ 
ber, except in Pennsylvania, Dela­ 
ware, and Maryland. 
It lost slightly 
in the Southern States east of the 
Mississippi River, but 
gained 
cor­ 
respondingly west of the river. 
The promised production of spring 
wheat increased during September 
22,000,000 bushels in the 
Dakotas, 
slightly in Minnesota, and declined 
slightly in the western States. The 
total increase of about 
23,000,000 
bushels is sufficient to raise the esti­ 
mate for total production 
of 
all 
wheat to over 1,000,000,000 bushels, 
the record for 
the 
United 
States. 
The prior record was established by 
the crop of 891,000,000 bushels last 
year, the average for recent years 
being in the neighborhood of 700,- 
000,000 bushels. 


The quality of spring wheat is re­ 
ported as 9(1.7 per cent against an 
average of 87.0 per 
cent, 
whereas 
winter wheat quality was reported 
in August a-> 4.5 per cent below the 
average. 
Spring wheat is generally 
heavy, particularly in Minnesota and 
the Dakotas, even where 
it 
was 
frosted, but in most States it i> off' 
color and somewhat high in starch 
and 
low 
in 
gluten 
content. 
The 
quality is fine to good in most of 
the Western States except C o l o r a d o , 
the grain being very light and poor 
in the latter State. 


The reports on oats indicate that 
yields are large practically every­ 
where. 
The estimate is 110,000,000 
bushels greater than indicated on 
Scptenber 1. 
Yields of 75 to 100 
bushels, and even over, are not in- 
frequent in the reports from the een- 
¡rai West, particularly in llinois and 
Iowa. 
The estimate shows the r e c ­ 
ord crop of 1,517.418,000 bushels, 
and the record yield per acre of 37.8 
bushe s for the United States, since 
the Government Crop Service was 
established in 18GG. 
The crop last 
year was 1,141,060,000 bushels, am 
the average for the years 1909-1913 
was 1.131,000,000 bushels. Though 
generally plump and heavy the m ar­ 
keting quality of the berry is re 
ported as having been seriously low­ 
ered over much of tin* country by 
the excessive rains during and sub 
sequent to harvest, this being par 
tieularly true in tin* heavy producing 
sections of the north Central States 
The quality in the Eastern States i- 
generally good or fair. In the South 
and West the quality varies greatly 
from .extra high to poor.

tember the serious decline begun in 
August, damage being generally re ­ 
ported from all ot the more impot 
tunt producing States. 
Frost west 
ot the Missisippi and blight east of 
the river covered the important po­ 
tato States within a tew days during 
the latter part of August, and have 
been fololwed throughout September 
by serious rotting both in the ground 
and ot the harvested crop.

Estimate «f Department of Agricul- 


ture For October 1 Shows Corn V 


Hear the High Mark. 


BIG INCREASES ARE NOTED 


September Proves ideal Forv all of 


These Crops, Improving* Pros- 


pects Immensely. 


The estimates of the Department 


of Agriculture for October 1 show 
record 'crops of wheat, oats, -barley' 
and hay, ind a corn crop closely ap- 
proaching the record. , The returns 
to that Department' indicate a pro^ 
duction of approximately three bilr 
lion bushels of corn; one and a half: 
billion bushels of bats,, one 'billion 
Jjushels.of wheat, almost a quarter 
billion bushels of barley, and a hun- 
dred million tons of hay, if 
the 


twenty million estimated tons of 
wild hay, a crop not hertofore re- 
ported upon, be included . 


According to the reports rec'eived 


by the Department, prospects im- 
proved during September for all 
these crops The conditions during 
the month were generally favorable; 
to the maturity Tof growing crops", to 
harvesting and to fall plowing. The 
proportion of warm and sunny days 
was higher than in prior months, 
though there were ' "rather general 
storms toward its close. . The. mois- 
ture for the month was normal or 
below, except in "portions of 
the 


north central States, 
particularly 


the northern tier. 
The •droughty 


conditions in some Gulf, and Western 
States were relieved by late rains in 
most States affected. Frost did l 
tie damage, except in portions of the 
extreme northern states. 


Special Crops. 


Corn gained materially, during the 


m'ontli, increasing the "estimates of 
production- 41^000,000 ..bushels, to a 
total of 3,026,159,000 bushels, with- 
in a few per cent of the record 
of 1912. Last year's crop and the 
average for. the previous five years; 
have been about 2,700,000,000. Corn 
matured rapidly during the fortnight 
of warm and sunny weather" >in Sep.-_ 
tember, but there was still much im- 
mature corn in the northern portions,

The 
total increase of about 23,000,000 
Jbushels is sufficient to raise the esti- 
mate for total production 
of all 


wheat to over'1,000,000,000 bushels, 
the record for the- United States. 
The prior record was established by 
the .crop of 891,000,000 bushels last 
year, the average for recent years 
being in:the neighborhood of 700,- 
000,000 bushels. 


The quality of spring wheat is re- 


ported^ as 90.7 per cent against an 
average of 87.6 per cent, whereas 
winter wheat quality was reported 
in August as 4.5 per cent'below the 
average. Spring wheat is generally 
heavy, particularly in Minnesota and 
the Dakotas, even where it, 'was 
frosted, but in most States it is off 
color and somewhat high in starch 
and low in glnten content. The 
quality is 'fine to good in most of 
the Western States except Colorado, 
the grain being very, light and poor 
in the latter State. 


The reports on oats indicate that 


yields are large practically eyeryr 
where. The estimate is 110,000,000 
bushels greater than indicated on 
September X Yields of 75 to 100 
bushels, and even over, are not in- 
frequent in the reports from the ceri- 
tralWest, particularly in llinois and 
Iowa. The estimate shows the rec- 
ord-crop of 1-,517,418,000, bushels; 
and the record yield per acre of 37.8 
bushels for the United States, since 
,the; Government" Crop Service was 
established in 1866. The crop'.la"sP 
year was 1,141,060,000 bushels, -and 
the average for the years 1909-1913 
was 1,131,000,000 bushels. Though* 
generally plump and.heavy the mar- 
keting quality of the berry is re- 
ported as having been seriously low- 
ered,over much of the country by 
the excessive rains during and sub- 
sequent to harvest, this being par- 
ticularly true in the heavy producing 
sections of "the north Central States; 
The quality in the Eastern States i? 
generally good or fair. In the South 
and West the quality varies greatly 
from extra high to poor. 


Potatoes continued during Sep- 


tember the serious decline begun in 
August, damage being generally rej 
ported from all of the more impor- 
tant producing States. Frost west 
of the Missisippi and blight east of 
the river covered the important po-" 
tato States within a few days during 
the latter part of August, and have 
been fololwed throughout September 
by serious rotting both in -the ground 
/and of the harvested crop. Potatoes1

crippled one of its most important 
labor laws. 


The last Congress passed a pro-; 


vision intended to prohibit the use 
in government plants under the War 
Department of certain customs op- 
posed 'by/ labor organizations. 
That- 


provision is practically inoperative 
today. A vital link in the chain of 
legislation was omitted. 


The labor provision referred to 


was the center of one of the bit- 
terest fights of the session. It was 
intended to prevent the use of army 
appropriations 
for 
"making time, 


study of employees or to pay any 
premium, bonus or cash reward to 
any employee in addition to his reg- 
ular wages," and was enacted as an 
amendment to the army- appropria- 
tion. bilL 


The struggle _over this amendment 


all but caused the failure of the 
army bill. First adopted 
by -the 


House, it was rejected by the Sen- 
ate after a long drawn out contro- 
versy. -When the bill went back to 
the House, they refused to ratify the 
Senate's action.
